"Bloating block hits fourth to- 
day 

To ug Kida at school, now at 
Jeant, this a statement heard ev- 
ery day, and Js sensible. To those 
of you who don't know what float- 
ing block is (and if you do, you 
might find this column rather 
dull, it makes as little conse to 
you as it did to us when we first 
went to Telstar. It just brings up 
more tucitions, “What's floating 
block?", “How dows it ‘hit 
fourth?" “Pourth what?" 

To start with Ue engiest ques 
tion, fhe “fourth what" is fourth 
period. The normal day at ‘Telstar 
hos seven periods, which in turn 
have 48 minutes In them.
